By Taking Employment 
Away From Their Homes 


Washington, December 27.—Thé 
death rate in the United States among 
babies of mothers who work outside 
their homes far exceeds the infant 
mortality where the mother is not so 
employed.

JUDGE NOT! 

We regret to see a few of our friends 
among the ministers embarking in a polit- 
ical campaign upon the hustings, in which 
there is no moral issue involved, in fact, 
scarcely issue of any sort other than the 
protection of the good name of Atlanta 
against misrepresentation and calumny. 

They mean well, undoubtedly. The Con- 
stitution does not attack their motive. 

But we do say, when they take it upon 
themselves to depart from their own partic- 
ular sphere to enter into a political cam- 
paign upon the theory that it involves a 
moral issue that does not exist; when they 
attack and denounce not only individuals, 
but the city of Atlanta itself, holding it up 
to the world in a contemptible light that is 
not justified by the facts, then the effect of 
their efforts is damaging, and will be de- 
structive and disastrous, unless answered 
by the city itself. In their liberal resort to 
the plan of attacking other people’s motives 
is it not time to remind them, in all good 
feeling, of the Biblical injunction— 

“Judge not that ye be not judged.” 

The effort to make it appear that the 
issue in the “recall” election involves the 
return of the so-called “red light district,” 
and of the indorsement of vice and crime is 
utterly preposterous. And yet those re- 
sponsible for this unfounded attack on the 
city are conducting a campaign of character 
assassination the like of which was never 
before known in this city. * 

This campaign has not stopped at indi- 

viduals, but has involved the city to such a 
degree that even friends of Atlanta outside. 
the city are protesting. - | ) 
_ Characters and motives have stood as 
‘nothing; the denunciation has applied not 
simply to a few individuals, but to every 
person who has hot come under the over- 
zealous spell of the leaders of this move- 
ment of denunciation.

THE STATE OF MAINE. 


By GEORGE FITCR,. 
Author of “At Goed Old Sivwash.” 


The state of Maine is an irregular knob on 
the northeast corner of the map of the United 
States. It is surrounded by Canada on the 
north and east, the Atlantic ocean on the 
south and the Boston and Maine railroad on 
the west, so escape is almost impossible. 

Maine is a rough, rugged country full of 
rough, rugged names such as “Androscog-

Owing 
to the climate, it is hard to raise much of 
anything in Maine except hotel prices. The 
seacoast of Maine resembles a piece of Bat- 
tenburg Jace and is profusely speckled with 
‘Summer hotels. In the spring, the Maine hotel 
keeper takes a room, which would rent for 
$1.25.a@ month during the winter, and by 
judiciously mixing it with climate, manages 
te raise the price, to $7 a day by July. 
Besides. hotel prices, Maine raises hay, po- 
tatoes, pine trees and statesmen. The entire
